Admittedly the world’s greatest explorer, 
Captain Amundsen’s brilliant achievements 
have repeatedly aroused the admiration of 
a in every land.

y the leading nations and has been decor- 
ated by the most distinguished societies. 
On his previous visit to this country, when 
he lectured to vast audiences, he made such 
an impression that hundreds were turned 
sways and it was necessary for him to repeat

his lectures. 
Captain Amundsen is an_ interesting 
personality. A man of superb physique, 


with nerves of steel, u flinching courage and 
infinite resources, he has been termed a 
modern Viking. His success in reaching the 
South Pole was largely due to his efficient 
organization and the thorough manner in 
which his plans were carried out. 

In speaking of the supplies that an ex- 

lorer needs in attempting to reach the 
South Pole, Captain Amundsen says that on 
his famous journey across the Antartic 
several dog sleds accompanied his expedition, 
loaded with provisions for himself and his 
five companions, in addition to rations for 
the dogs. One of these sleds was packed 
with cases containing biscuits, dried milk 
and chocolate and dogs’ rations, the whole 
including the weight of the sled totaling 
nearly 880 pounds. Most of these supplies 
were dropped at intervals along the route, 
and were used on the return journey. 

In his forthcoming lecture, which will be 
splendidly illustrated with — stereopticon 
pictures, Captain Amundsen will show some 
of these sleds and their loads, in addition 
to featuring numerous incidents of import- 
ance in his work as an explorer.

A Little Out of the Way 


DAYLIGHT LAW 
HITS BUSINESS 


Manufacturers Worst 
Sufferers, Declares 
Farm Expert 


A warning has been issued to Mass- 
achusetts manufacturers and business 
men by Arthur W. Gilbert, commis- 
sioner of agriculture, that daylight 
saving is operating as a serious factor 
in a situation that threatens the in- 
dustrial supremacy of this State. 


“Daylight saving imposes a heavy 
burden on the farmer,’’ said Commis- 
sioner Gilbert. “It adds an average 
cost of $253 per farm per year, or a 
total of $8,000,000. That all goes 
onto the price of food, and the food- 
cost to working families in this State 
is about $50,000,000 a year more 
than would be the case if they lived 
in’ manufacturing centres of the 
West. 


‘“‘Massachusetts consumes about 
$300,000,000 worth of food annually 
and produces only about $90,000,000 
worth. This reacts seriously on the 
industrial situation. The cost of 
labor, which is one of the heaviest 
items in manufacturing, depends in 
large measure on cost of food. There- 
fore, it is of the utmost importance 
to our industries that Massachusetts 
should raise more of its food supply. 
It is well known that many are moy- 
ing to other sections where there is 
a fairer balance between wages and 
the cost of living. The situation af- 
fects employers and employees alike. 

“Our manufacturing supremacy is 
actually threatened by our decay of 
agriculture, in which daylight saving 
is a big factor. It is no use to talk 
about ‘encouraging agriculture’ so 
long as this law is on the books. 
Farm labor nowadays is mostly day 
labor, which insists on the same 
hours as other labor. Under daylight 
saving, farm help goes to work at an 
hour when the dew is on the grass 
and crops and when no effective 
work can be done, and the laborer 
quits a 6 o'clock in the afternoon (4 
o'clock real time), the most valuable 
period of the day to the farmer, who 
thus pays for labor at a time when 
he cannot use it and cannot get it 
when he most needs it. 

“Forty-two per cent of the family 
budget is made up of food, which to- 
day costs 11 per cent more in Boston 
than in Western cities. This is a ser- 
ious stiuation and it affects every 
man and woman in Massachusetts re- 
gardless of his or her occupation. In 
comparison with this grave condition, 
‘daylight saving golf’ and ‘twilight 
league baseball’ sink into insignifi- 
cance,”’

Andover’s Experiment in Rock Plowing 


“Will one plow rock with oxen?’? Amos 
Gi Te; 

If the mind of man has reached certitude 
touching anything in this world, it is the 
belief that every force it knows anything 
about, is governed by law. From the twitch- 
ing of a frog’s leg to the perturbation of the 
planets and from the rising of an emotion to 
the rising of the tides, all is under the 
regnancy of law. This fact was clearly 
discerned over 3000 years ago by an obscure, 
uneducated day-laborer living in the little 
country town of Tekoa some twelve miles 
from |b eggpone He knew nothing of 
psychology, evolution, zymotic diseases, 
political economy or international law. Few 
men ever lived under a more primitive or 
restricted environment than did he, nor was 
more keenly conscious-of this fact. “I was 
no prophet neither was I a prophet’s son but 
I was an herdsman and a gatherer of wild 
figs.’ Yet in spite of his isolation and 
meager opportunities he flung the plummet 
of his reflective thought clean down to the 
roots of life and there discovered those 
elemental laws that govern both the out- 
ward and the inward life of man. By so 
doing he anticipated the search of philoso- 
phers and scientists by 3000 years. 

To the unreflective mind, life is chaotic. 
Its multitudinous facts confuse and over- 
whelm the mind till they are reduced to 

‘ 5rder and organized into law. Thus simpli- 
fied, these chaotic facts can be handled with 
far less mental effort. Failure to discover an 
economical law in the’ financial world just 
now explains the present muddle in Europe 
and America, and ‘lies at the root of our own 
town problems. Amos found, as we today 
find, that nowhere do men violate economic 
laws so flagrantly and blindly as in their 
conduct of government. In the ordinary 
conduct of life men exercise business prudence 
and common sense but these are thrown to 
the winds in their conduct of town and city 
affairs. What puzzled Amos and what 
puzzles many of us in Andover today is 
why in town affairs people do not show the 
same horse-sense they show in their own 
domestic or business concern. 


Amos is here arguing with men in authority 
whom he finds binding heavier and heavier 
burdens of taxes upon the poorer people in 
order to gratify their own exorbitant am- 
bitions. They are building palaces and 
lying “upon beds of ivory” aie fone the 
hard-worked farmers to foot the bills by 
daily taxes of “‘wheat”, 


I suggest that those in our town who have 
recently hired a landscape architect to 
body forth their personal ambition for 
Andover in the form of a new playstead — 
‘a quarter mile track with broad-jump, pole 
vault, and high jump pits, eight tennis 
courts, two outdoor base-ball courts, an 
open. air gymnasium, a children’s play- 
ground with a wading pool, four baseball 
diamonds, and three sets of bleachers”, 
etc. etc., and who have adroitly tied up their 
beautiful ideal with a war memorial to our 
dead soldier boys, hoping thus to hide their 
personal ambition under the mask of patrio- 
tism —I suggest that these towns planners 
read the book of Amos before our next 
town meeting. For I know of no more 
delightful occupation, one more congenial to 
the “easy-going mood”, one more in har- 
mony with modern life, one requiring less 
strain upon the thinking machinery, one 
attended with less friction from outsiders or 
so fitted to swell within one a sense of im- 
portance than the spending of town money. 
To be able by the mere raising of the hand in 
town meeting to control ten, forty, or a 
hundred thousand dollars gives to the voter, 
especially if he be only a poll tax payer, a 
thrill of opaent generosity that would not 
occur to him in a lifetime with his own 
earned money. Such men would never 
dream of spending $40 a week when their 

y envelope contained only $25. They 

ave too much common sense to do this. 
“Will men plow rock with oxen?” For the 
last ten years the town of Andover has 
yearly overspent its income and eaten into 
its capital from $30,000 to $50,000. This the 
voters will continue to do, till the business 
men of Andover bring over into our town 
affairs the same economic principles and 
policies that so conspicuously govern their 
private businesses. At present a large per- 
centage of our business men are totally 
indifferent to public affairs. Their own 
private industries absorb their entire thought 
and they leave the town affairs to shuffle 
along the best they may. But once their 
lethargy is thrown off and their “strenuous 
mood” gets its shoulders in underneath 
town doings a great change may be looked 
for. Then our imperative demands will get 
on top and many ideals that now bulk large 
in the popular mind will be sent to the scrap 
heap. For ideals have relative values. While 
all may be intrinsically good, all are not 
essential. Competition of ideals there 
always will be, but the right of way should be 
given only to those that meet an imperative 
demand. Is any level-headed, judicially- 
minded, business man in Andover in doubt 
what are the imperative demands of our 
town? Is it not our clear duty to cease 
longer running deeper into debt and instead 
to reduce our debt and interest charges year 
by year for the next twenty years, mean- 
while to adopt a pay-as-you-go policy till 
both debt and interest charges are wiped off 
the slate? By so doing our saving of interest 
charges alone would pay for playsteads, 
swimming pool, band concerts and a host 
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of other luxuries to obtain which we run the 
town in debt. 

It is always easy to awaken enthusiasm 
and enlist support on the lower levels of life, 
Hundreds “stood all night” waiting to 
secure tickets to our national baseball 
game. Would they sit up all night planni 
how to pay their monthly bills for rent a 
groceries and town taxes? Would they sub- 
mit to inconveniences even in order to 
off town debts? This calls for what William 
James has named “the strenuous mood” 
but to get this mood into action requires 
a gigantic appeal. 

My esteemed fellow townsman, Mr, 
Rhodes, admits an undue cost of our town 
government and attempts in his recent article 
to account for it. His profound mistake js 
that he deals with symptoms only. Eliminate 
every “brass tack” he mentions and our 
next town meeting would upheave a new 
crop of them. No! Mr. Rhodes, the prob- 
lem is not due to “higher cost of material, 
procrastination, chance, favoritism nor judg- 
ment”, these are but symptoms of a deep- 
seated and vicious town policy that violates 
every sound principle of finance. This be- 
comes strikingly evident when we consider’ 
the fact that in spite of the most gigantic 
windfall of income that ever came to a 
Massachusetts town we continue to run 
deeper into debt and to increase our tax 
rate; when four per cent of the voters have 
the decisive vote in all our srpropriaticns) 
when nearly a a of a million of dollars 
are permanently builded into brick and 
mortar — nearly $100,000 of which is spent 
for a hall to gratify the insistent demand of 
our school superintendent; when every 
dollar granted for “town improvement” 
only whets the appetite for more improve- 
ment; when without a scintilla of effort to 
increase town income, larger and larger 
amounts are appropriated each year by a 
small minority; in short, when sentimentality 
and caprice rather than seasoned judgment 
and economic law dominate our town 
meetings the unblinkable fact is that our 
town policy is wrong. 

T have never accused the town of graft nor 
worried my brain over any one appropriation. 
Froni the time I first attended our town 
meeting to the present hour, I have never 
doubted the unsoundness of our method of 
voting away town money. It has no basis in 
law but is governed by caprice. ‘Will a 
man plow rock with oxen?” He will not in 
his private business, why then does he do it 
in public business?
